State of the Church—Congregational Activities 
A brief questionaire was sent out to every congregation, the first 
purpose of which was to cause every congregation to introspect itself 
and write down its successes or failures and the contributing causes. 
If space permitted, it would be of interest to record the percentage under 
the ten heads by which the congregations were rated. From the thirty- 
three returns made, these deductions may be made: Hi 


1. It is not the universal custom for pastors and Church Councils 
to present careful reports at the end of the church year, in which the 
causes contributing to success or failure are pointed out; neither is it 
the usual custom to survey the varied resources, in the light of which 
possible objectives are set up for the year ahead. lie 

2. If pastors expressed the viewpoint of their congregations, but 
few believe the time has yet arrived where a full or part time officer 
of Synod can be employed. Many feel we are nearing the time and 
there is a general feeling that we are in great need of se promgmed some

3. Where apportionment is not met, drought, economic conditions, 


prejudice toward Synod, indebtedness, or lack of vision as to the whole 


program of the whole church are assigned as reasons. Where co

Church Council are sympathetically leading their fellow believers as 
a warm heart prompts to give for that which Christ gave His all. 
Because the Synod will be asked to take certain action with respect 
te Zion Lutheran Church, Hutchinson, a brief statement is given as to 
the matter. About June 5, 1936 the President learned that the congre- 
gation was about to lose its valuable property and ten days later a 
trip was made to Hutchinson to ascertain the facts, which are as follows: 

_ On Dee. 17, 1934 the church and the grounds were sold at Sheriff 
sale to satisfy a judgment mortgage lien, held by Mrs. Elizabeth Ver- 
morel. The congregation had not been able to redeem the property in 
the eighteen months following, in which such redemption may be made 
according to Kansas laws. The time expired on June 17,. but the 
7 plaintiff very kindly granted an extension of thirty days. A consulta- 
tion held with the pastor and Church Council revealed that they could 
not secure the money and the Board of American Missions was sought 
for help in saving the church to our Synod. ie 

Because it was impossible for the Board to act in time, two addi- 
tional periods of grace were granted by counsel for the plaintiff, the 
final date for redemption being Aug. 31, 1936. Because of further delay 
on the part of the Board a special meeting of the Executive Committee 
' was called for Aug. 28, at which it was decided to negotiate a loan 

for $5,000 and issue a check for $500, credited to the account of our 
| Home Mission Committee, and with this your President went to Hutch- 
inson Aug. 31, 1936 and purchased in the name of the Synod of Kansas 
and Adjacent States, Zion Lutheran Church and adjacent grounds, for 
the sum of $5,300, and in addition paid the premium of $39.60 on an ?

Report of Delegates to Tenth Biennial Convention of the United 
Lutheran Church | 

The Tenth Biennial Convention of the United Lutheran Church 
was held in Columbus. Ohio, October 14-21, 1936. The delegates were: 
Rev. E. Victor Roland, President, Rev. B. R. Lantz, D. D., Rev. Andreas 
Bard, D. D., Rev. Chas. A. Puls, and Messers. John Reinhardt, Edward 
Goult, L. T. Bang and A. C. Reuter were all present, with the exception of 
Mr. A. C. Reuter, and attended all sessions with fidelity to duties. Mr. L. 
W. Bauerle, first Lay Alternate took Mrs. Reuter’s place but could be 
present but one day. | 

Preparatory to the opening of the Convention the Delegates and 
all who could gain entrance assembled in the First Lutheran Church, 
Wednesday evening at 7:30 o’clock to hear the President’s sermon and to 
participate in the Communion. The sermon on “Changed Lives” followed 
the text, Psalm 51:10-12, and in a masterly way emphasized the suprem- 
acy of spiritual interests in the church. Said the speaker, “The changed 
life is one that is ruled by spirit,” and it was pointed out that the 
text ends with, “a steadfast spirit,” “Thy holy spirit” and “a willing 
spirit.” The business session of the Convention opened Thursday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock in the Deshler-Wallick Hotel. In addition to the many 
visitors present, there were 516 accredited delegates, Clergymen 269 
and Laymen 247. a | a) 

Because every pastor in the United Lutheran Church receives copies 
of the Biennial Convention Minutes and because there appears in the 
Year Book an excellent summary of the happenings at the convention, 
an effort will be made toward brevity in this report. 

Because of its supreme importance, attention is first called to Dr. 
Knubel’s Promotional Program as approved by. the Convention. It will 
lend color to the scheme, to give in President Knubel’s own words, 
what he means by promotion. This he does by discriminating between 
promotion and publicity. Says our leader, “Publicity is the advertising 
of the Church to those on the outside; promotion is the advertising of 
the Church to its own members. As regards education, promotion is 
the first step in an educational process. It aims primarily to arouse 
interest, although it also begets purpose and seeks to bring that purpose 
to action. When the interest has been aroused, the Church’s educational 
agencies will procead with the people. Pramotion therefore is the 
Churchs’ effort to arouse the active interest 6f her own people in her 
faith and her life and her work.” ‘|

Report of the Committee on Ministerial Pensions and Relief 


It is the purpose of this report to bring to or attention the import- 
ant features of the Pension Board’s report to the U. L. C. convention of 
last October. : 

. The endowment fund at present amounts tp $3,227,499. $9,773 of 
this amount was paid into the fund during the past two years. This 
sum represents 77% of the amount subscribed during the campaign. 
665 churches paid their subscriptions in full. 421 churches paid nothing. 
It is the purpose of the Board at the proper time to ask for the unpaid 
subscriptions. 

_ The pension family now numbers 1075 persons and the annual bud- 
get is $235,880. ‘ 

Our synod has at present 1 retired minister, 1 disabled minister, 10 
widows and 4 children on the funds of the Board, involving an expend- 
iture of $2,800. 3 3 

The Board has two sources of income, the endowment and the 
apportionment. The embarrassing facts are that, while in_1928 money 
could be safely loaned at 6% today 4% is the most. This: condition has 
reduced the income from this source by at least 33% and the apportion- 
ment has been reduced $50,000 per annum. The Board is operating 
temporarily at a deficit believing that the chufch would not approve a 
further reduction of the pension which is at present $300 for retired or 
disabled ministers or missionaries, $200 for widows and $50 for children. 
It is clearly indicated that our present pension plan is inadequate. 

_ The U.L.C. took no definite action at its recent convention in regard 
to providing for the unemployed ministers. A survey was made and it 
was found that there were 59 such unemployed ministers. The Board 
has used the Christmas offering, given in response to its appeal, to give 
relief to these brethren. ; 

The Savannah convention of 1934 instructed the Board to prepare a 
Reserve Pension Plan. Such a plan was prepared and presented at the 
ee last fall. This plan can not be given in full in 

report. 


Article II of the plan says: Each member of the pian shall contribute each year 
&n amount equivalent to two and one half percent of his salary. | 
Article IV says: Each congregation shall contribute each year an amount equivalent 


to eight per cent of the salary of the member serving it.

The Report of the Committee on Religious Education is based 
on the summary of the questionaire sent out by the Parish and 
Church School Board in the year of 1936. Only 56.87 per cent of the

Following instructions given at the last convention of Synod, and 
in harmony with a resolution adopted by Synod in 1934, your Committee 
wrote to every pastor of Synod, asking the use of books on stewardship, 
for the purpose of establishing a Loan Library. Replies were received 
from six pastors, four of whom reported that they had no books on the 
subject. Perhaps the lack of interest in this project may help to explain 
our failure to secure the amount apportioned for benevolences. We should 
like to see this project carried forward to success; © 

Securing of funds should not be made the principal objective of 
stewardship activities. God has given to His people a sufficient amount 
of this world’s good that His work can be adequately supported. If proper 
principles are wrought into the souls of the people money in abundance 
will be available. Special pleas for funds are not necessary among a 
consecrated ing ye Our purpose should be to instill into our people a 
deeper love for God, an appreciation of His kindly gifts, and a sense of 
responsibility for the use we make of such gifts. - 


The true principle of stewardship is that God is the actual owner of - 


all that we possess, and that we are but administrators of whatever He 
entrusts to our care. For this we shall be called to account. “It is re- 
quired in stewards that a man be found faithful.’”* 
We urge upon all pastors and teachers that: they keep this principle 
before the minds of the people; that they keep them informed, by pupit 
presentation and by the distribution of the literature furnished by the 
agencies of the church, as to the value and needs of the projects of the 
church; and that they practice and commend tithing as a most satisfying 
method of meeting their financial obligations to God, the Owner. And we

“Christ-Central”—-With such a purpose as the begininng and end 
the Synodical Luther League executive committee planned the program 
for the 1936 encampment, and will sponsor the 1937 project along 
similar lines. Feeling a keen sense of responsibility for a successful 
program the committee was forced to project its system upon a definite 
set of aims and ideals. | 

An underlying principle pervaded the minds of the sponsors for an 
adequate camp program worthy of our youth. That principle was to 
discover and train leadership so that such talent would be consecrated 
to the purpose and ideals of the Church.

reveals that, of the twenty-three out of the thirty-three pastors 
who replied in time, nineteen congregations do not have an Inner 
Mission committee. However in eleven congregations Missionary. 
societies, Aids, Brotherhoods and Sunday Schools serve that purpose. 
Eight pastors rt occasional or part time spiritual ministrations 
at institutions. Literature such as Bibles, Tracts, Testaments and 
Papers are distributed in eighteen of the congregations. Movies take 
first place as a liability in the community. Others mentioned are, “Over 
crowded public school programs,” Radios and clubs. All seemed to differ 
on the assets. In our opinion the following assets deserved special 
mention. “The Home That is Christian.” Nearly every congregation 
is performing some personal service or relief. It seems that in some 
instances the W.P.A. has somewhat over-lapped the Inner Mission 
Work. The latest word from the Inner Mission Board is that the 
revised copy of the Congregational Inner Mission program is in the 
hands of the printer.

Your committee begs to call attention of synod to the facts of our 
foreign mission work, and to remind all churches of the synod that our 
Board of Foreign Missions depends very largely tpon the apportionment 
for its working budget. There are several ways of contributing towards 
this item of the Lord’s business, but the most: satisfactory way is a 
steady, determined effort to raise the apportionment. During the year 
ending June 30, 1936, the Board received $155,500 less than it had 
received in 1930. We are informed that the apportionment represents 
about 75% of the total income of the Board.

Report On Tabitha Home 


Nineteen hundred thirty-six solved a great problem for Tabitha Home 
—a problem of choosing a Superintendent. Dr. M. A. Ritzen of Victoria, 
Texas, arrived at the Home September 7, 1936 and took over the active 
superintendency. He immediately received the good will and cooperation 
of the helpers and things began to move forward. There was much to do, 
visiting congregations and bringing Tabitha Home needs before the peo- 
ple. This was planned and started even before Dr. Ritzen arrived, and 
good results were forthcoming at once. 

During the summer a complete sprinkler system was installed in the 
main building at a cost of $4,030. This is a very adequate protection 
against fire as is evident by a refund on insurance of $453.54. Every 
corner inside and out is protected. The installation was made without 
any damage to the building and very little muss. It is a safety measure 
that we have longed for and gives us a great deal of comfort in knowing 
_ that now there is very little danger of fire. 4 ia 
_ Tabitha Home is fortunate in securing the services of an additional 
sister. Sister Harriet Franklin, she has served many years in hospitals 
and congregations, which makes her an ideal worker for our institution. 

It was necessary during the year to make many repairs both inside 
and outside of the buildings. Much cleaning and painting has been done. 
Many of the trees killed by the severe drought of the last few years have 
— replaced by young trees. Altogether our property is in very nice

Founder’s Day, September 15th of this year will be out- 
standing. Parent’s Day, Home Coming Day, Jubilee Thanksgiving, Alum- 
ni Musicale Day, Charter Day, Pastors-Student Conference, Prospective 
Student Rallies, Church Hook-ups, Chapel Assembles, Church Women’s 
Organizations, Civic Clubs, Educational Symposiums and many other 
occasions and organizations will carry the Midland motif.

Financial Campaign 


Your trustees ask your careful consideration of a modification of the 
Midland financial plan and campaign approved at the last session of 
Synod. It is impractical to finance the building of a Men’s Dormitory 
through any Insurance, Loan, Credit or Mortgage company. The interest 
rate is prohibitive. Such companies hesitate to assume the risk. More- 
over the building of a dormitory by such a plan would mean the accumu- 
lation of a larger interest-bearing indebtedness. In view of the present 
bond debt of $71,500, the operating deficit and bills yable, it would be 
very unwise to increase the debt. After mature de tt the Board 
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decided on a campaign for $137,500, the minishoal| Lcieseune necessary to 
pay off its bonds—thereby saving $4,200 interest—and to erect the much- 
needed Men’s dormitory, which would be a financial asset to the College. 

The constituent Synods and the city of Fremont will be asked to raise 
this amount. It is not excessive but a successful completion of the cam- 
paign will mean everything to the College. Midland is at the cross-roads 
and a hearty cooperation and genuinely sincere effért to liquidate its debt 
now in this great hour of its history will place her on the highway of a 
rity. 

The campaign is being completed in the far off Texas Synod. The 
results have “y very gratifying.

Enrollment 

Midland belrotled 313 students the first semester of this ashe year. 
This was the same as the first semester last year. Women students in- 
creased 13 per cent. Men students decreased 15 per cent. The decrease 
in male students has been attributed to the poor dormitory. Probably the 
true reason is the one given by the dean, that young men have found more 
opportunity for work. 

Two hundred eighty-three students enrolled for the second semester, 
an increase of 6 students over last year. 

Altogether 668 students were at Midland fest year, coming from 
twelve states, the District of Columbia and the Philippine Islands. 

Thirty-four graduated from the College last June. One hundred 
twenty-nine young a easbie received diplomas and certificates of various 
kinds during the year. 

Eighty-two students enrolled for six weeks in the summer; 57 stu- 
‘dents for nine weeks; 10 students for three weeks; 10 students for high 
school subjects; 62 students in the extension depprement: and 5 students 
in the Fine Arts department. :

and, with the Council, administer discipline; supervise (all schools and 
auxiliary organizations of the congregation, and promote the upbuilding 
of the Som a of our Lord Jesus Christ in the community, in the home- 
land and abroad. He shall seek out and encourage young men AND 
WOMEN having proper natural gifts and qualifications to prepare for 
FULL-TIME CHRISTIAN SERVICE; co-operate with the agencies and 
officers of Conference and Synod in every way to edu¢ate the people, 
to increase their liberality for the cause of benevolence recommended by 
the Synod or supported by the United Lutheran Church BE America; and 
shall use his best endeavor to stimulate piety in the individual and family 
life of the people, as well as a knowledge of the Church and her work 
by the circulation of the literature of the Church. : 

5. The pastor shall keep accurate parochial records of baptisms, 
confirmations, members received by transfer or profession of faith, 
members dismissed, deceased or excommunicated, together with a roster 
of all communicant members of his pastorate, keeping the record of 
each congregation of his pastorate in a separate book which shall be 
the property of the congregation; and shall annually report an accurate

No minister shall preach or perform any ministerial act within 


the pastorate of a brother minister, except upon his request, or with 


his consent; nor shall he visit and preach or perform ministerial acts 
in a vacant pastorate except from formal invitation|.of the Church 
Council, or the consent or appointment of the President of the Synod. 
_7. A clergyman on the roll of Synod not engaged in regular minis-

D. Appeal From Congregational Discipline 

The administration of discipline in a congregftion is governed by 

the congregation’s Constitution, but the pastor or ember of any congre- 
gation belonging to Synod may appeal to the Synod from the disciplinary 
action of the congregation. All such appeals whether on the part of the 
stor or a member of the congregation must be made in writing to the 
sident of the Synod within thirty days after the action has been taken. 

A Cony of said appeal shall be promptly transmitted by the appellant to 
the o icers of the congregation, nor shail the appeal be entertained unless 
there is evidence that the same has been received by said officers. Upon 
receiving such appeal the President of the Synod shall refer the matter 
for investigation and determination to the Conference with which the 
congregation is connected, or to a special Committee appointed by him. 
All relevant testimony shall be heard in such investigation. The decision
